Hyojung Lim, 43, appeared 
via video link from Bronzefield 
Prison on Tuesday charged with 
murdering Jaesok Lee, 40, at their 
home in High Street, above the 
Fara charity shop, in the early 
hours of March 2. 


North Korean woman charged with husband’s killing 


A postmortem examination 
carried out last week confirmed 
Mr Lee died from stab wounds. 
At least one of those wounds was 
to his neck, prosecutor Jonathan 
Polnay told the court during Tues¬ 
day’s hearing. 

Investigators found a note at the 
couple’s flat, he added. 

Mrs Lim, wearing a baggy grey- 
tracksuit, followed the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing through an inter¬ 
preter but did not speak. 

She will appear again at the Old 
Bailey on Tuesday, May 24, for a 
plea and case management hear¬ 
ing. 


Police cordoned off the alley- 
way between Fara and Foxton’s 
for more than 48 hours after 
they were called to the couple’s 
flat just before lam on Wednesday, 
March 2. 

Seong Jin Kim, 21, is a King¬ 
ston University student who also 
lives in the block of flats above the 
shopping parade where Mr Lee’s 
body was found.

METROPOLITAN Police commissioner Sir 
Bernard Hogan-Howe shared his thoughts 
on Boris Johnson, and the “snooper’s char¬ 
ter” plan for online surveillance while 
talking crime and fairy godmothers in 
Kingston. 

He visited Tiffin School on March 1 to 
face questions from residents of both King¬ 
ston and Richmond. 

Sir Bernard has been head of the 
Met since 2011 and has steered the force 
through a swathe of recent cuts, including 
severely reducing the number of PCSOs 
in order to keep the number of officers as 
high as possible. 

Of those cuts he said: “There may be fur¬ 
ther job cuts and we don’t know what that 
will mean.” 

When asked about his views on outgoing 
London mayor Mr Johnson, he said: “He’s 
supportive of the police, been demanding, 
wanting us to get costs down, confidence 
up and crime down.” 

Sir Bernard was grilled on his reaction 
to home secretary 
Theresa May’s 
Investigatory 
Powers Bill - the 
second attempt 
to force internet 
providers to store 
details of every 
user’s activity, 
dubbed a “snoop¬ 
er’s charter” - 
which she hopes 
will be backed by 
MPs before the 
summer. 

He said: “Well 
I wouldn’t call 
it that. We say 
we need it and I 
think we need it.

this information. If we don’t have it then we don’t 
suffer but the public might.” 

Sir Bernard gave a brief presentation showcas¬ 
ing crime statistics in Richmond and Kingston, 
comparing the periods between February 2015 
and January 2016, and February 2014 and January 
2015. 

In Kingston total recorded crime went up 4.1 per 
cent, he said. In Richmond, total recorded crime 
rose by 0.4 per cent. 

Chessington North and Hook councillor Marga¬ 
ret Thompson asked: “Are you making a firm link 
between the Kingston night-time economy and the 
rise in crime?” 

Sir Bernard said: “In terms of the night-time 
economy I wasn’t making an obvious link.” 

Kingston police borough commander Glenn 
Tunstall, who joined Sir Bernard and Richmond’s 
borough commander Colin Kennedy, said King¬ 


ston’s night-time economy is the third biggest in 
London. 

He added that since £1.2 million was used to in¬ 
stall a town centre team, crime has reduced. The 
team is made up of 15 Kingston police officers, led 
by sergeants Dave Williams and Will Holland. 

The commissioner was also asked about cy¬ 
bercrime, how police deal with people who have 
mental health issues, police officers being made to 
wear body cameras, and what he would do if he 
had one wish from a fairy godmother. 

To the last question Sir Bernard, who reported¬ 
ly took home a basic salary of £275,550 in 2014-15, 
said: “In terms of what does the fairy godmother 
give it’s obvious - double the salary. 

“Actually what I meant was double the budget, 
it’d be nice to get a bigger police force. 

“My point being in this big city our officers and 
staff have quite a few challenges.” 


Hospital staff report ‘bullying and abuse’ in survey 


STAFF at Kingston Hospital 
work more extra hours and ex¬ 
perience more harassment, bul¬ 
lying or abuse from staff than 
80 per cent of hospitals across 
the country. 

According to figures released 
as part of the annual NHS sur¬ 
vey, staff were also less satis¬ 
fied with the flexibility of their 
hours, experiencing more dis¬ 
crimination at work and wit¬ 
nessing more potentially harm¬ 
ful errors than average. 

NHS staff were questioned 
at 297 trusts across England 
between September and Decem¬ 
ber last year on patient care, 
working patterns, and job sat¬ 
isfaction. 

A British Medical Associa¬ 
tion spokesman said: “Every¬ 
body has the right to work in 
an environment where harass¬ 
ment and bullying are regarded 


as unacceptable, and any inci¬ 
dents arising from such behav¬ 
iour are not tolerated.” 

Despite the negatives, the 
hospital made significant im¬ 
provements in some areas com¬ 
pared to the 2014 survey It ap¬ 
peared in the top fifth for staff 
believing their role makes a 
difference and feeling they are 
supported by immediate man¬ 
agers. More staff also recom¬ 
mend the hospital as a place to 
receive treatment. 

Paul Hargreaves, acting 
workforce director, said: “We 
are very pleased with the re¬ 
sults of this year’s survey as 
it shows that the work we have 
been doing over the past 18 
months is paying off and that 
our staff feel that the experi¬ 
ence of working at Kingston 
Hospital is getting better and 
better.”

Sober tags 
rolled out 

A SCHEME to keep crimi¬ 
nals sober will be rolled out 
throughout London, after re¬ 
sults from a pilot showed it 
was successful in 92 per cent 
of cases. 

From April courts in the 
capital will have the power to 
put an ankle bracelet on peo¬ 
ple whose crimes were influ¬ 
enced by alcohol. 

The sobriety tags constant¬ 
ly monitor alcohol in sweat. 
If someone wearing the tag 
drinks after being given an 
abstinence order they could 
find themselves back in court 
again. 

According to the Ministry 
of Justice alcohol-related 
crime costs the taxpayer up 
to £13 billion a year. 

Mayor of London Bo¬ 
ris Johnson said: “Alco¬ 
hol-fuelled crimes put a huge 
strain on frontline services, 
costing the taxpayer billions 
of pounds each year. 

“From assault, to 
drink-driving, to theft and 
criminal damage, this inno¬ 
vative technology is driving 
down reoffending and prov¬ 
ing rehabilitation does not 
have to mean prison.” 

The pilot ran in Croydon, 
Sutton, Lambeth and South¬ 
wark for 18 months. The 
Ministry of Justice is giving 
£400,000 towards the cost of 
expanding the scheme and 
City Hall will give £450,000.

Mrs Dudley added: “It’s always 
nice that she has had a cheerful 
outlook. She’s always smiling 
and happy. She has always been 
willing to do things as well.

Despite this more than 75 
per cent of children who will 
enter Year 7 in September 
were offered a place at their 
first choice school when 
places were allocated last 
week. 

Just over 14 per cent of 
new Year 7 pupils were of¬ 
fered their second choice 
school and five per cent got 
their third choice. 

In London, on average, 
just 69 per cent of pupils 
received an offer from their 
first choice school.

“We are a new school and 
this just shows the faith that 
parents have put in us.

“We are looking forward 
to welcoming our new Sep¬ 
tember intake.” 

The number of 10 to 
11-year-old Kingston pupils 
applying for a secondary 


school place went up by 67 on 
last year, totalling 1,709. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
cabinet member for schools, 
said: “We know how impor¬ 
tant it is for pupils and their 
families to be offered places 
to their preferred secondary 
schools. 

“We very much hope to 
deliver a similar positive 
outcome next year, and will 
continue to work hard.”

KINGSTON Council has 
pledged to build a new swim¬ 
ming pool in the borough af¬ 
ter a petition was presented 
criticising current facilities 
as “past their use-by date”.

COUNCILLORS were the target 
of slurs hurled from the pub¬ 
lic gallery after they approved 
plans to build a 16-storey tower 
block at Kingston’s old post of¬ 
fice site. 

Developer St George’s fourth 
attempt to gain planning per¬ 
mission was successful after an 
ill-tempered meeting when fre¬ 
quent jeers and objections were 
heard from members of the pub¬ 
lic. 

St George’s managing director 
Michael Bryn-Jones said: “We’ve 
engaged with the local commu¬ 
nity Of course we will still be 
consulting with the residents.” 

St George first put forward 
plans to build retail and commu¬ 
nity spaces plus a 21-storey tow¬ 
er block at site in July 2014. 

In the latest design the tower 
block reaches 16 storeys, and a 
bookend building has been re¬ 
duced from 12 storeys to eight. 
Yellow brickwork was also intro¬ 
duced to create a ‘harmonious 
background’. 


Cllr Rebekah Moll claimed the 
planned tower looks like ‘scaf¬ 
folding’ on February 28. 

A lack of three-bedroom ac¬ 
commodation and the perceived 
failure of the 16-storey tower to 
fit in with surrounding build¬ 
ings - both previous reasons for 
refusal - were widely criticised. 

Kingston Residents’ Alliance 
member Tessa Kind said: “With 
our campaigning we have got it 


immensely improved but that 
doesn’t mean it’s right still. 

“They’ll have to consult with 
regards to logistics, lorries com¬ 
ing in and that sort of thing.” 

Committee chairman Cllr 
Richard Hudson said: “It is very 
good news that a site that has 
been derelict for decades can 
now be regenerated and that two 
listed buildings on the national 
‘at risk’ register will be reborn.”

A CARE home for adults 
with learning and physical 
disabilities is outstanding 
in the caring service it pro¬ 
vides, an inspection found. 

Firs Court, part of the Fir- 
croft Trust, is based in Hook 
Road in Chessington, and 
was inspected by the Care 
Quality Commission last 
year. 

Overall the care home was 
found to be good, but reached 
outstanding in one category 
of the report, published on 
March 1. 

At the time of the visits in 
June and July 2015,19 people 
were living at Firs Court. 

The report said: “Firs 
Court provided outstanding 
care to people. People were 
supported by caring staff 
at all times but especially 
at the end of their lives and 
staff respected people’s final 
wishes. 

“We saw clear evidence 
of a person-centred, innova¬ 


tive and creative approach 
that was taken towards a 
person’s individual rehabil¬ 
itation so they were able to 
regain their strength and 
walk again. 

“Staff with support from 


the physiotherapy team had 
encouraged the person to 
exercise and had compiled a 
video diary to help them see 
the progress they had made. 

“The person’s family 
commented ‘we believe this 


is happiest they have ever 
been’.” 

The report also found 
those who wish to be inde¬ 
pendent and go to the shops 
or pub in the evening are 
able to, after a discussion 
has taken place between 
staff to develop a signal to let 
night staff know that they 
are home safe. 

Care and support plans 
were in place and known to 
staff and tenants, and meal 
plans could be changed daily 
if tastes varied for particu¬ 
lar people. 

Staff organised activities 
or helped residents to get to 
activities elsewhere such as 
music classes, riding and 
line dancing. 

Chief executive Kay Har¬ 
ris said: “Receiving this 
award is wonderful. 

“We are enormously 
proud of all our staff who 
have worked so hard to pro¬ 
vide the best care for all our 
service users.” 

She added: “We continu¬ 
ously review our approach 
to make sure we are forward 
thinking.”

Trust urged to reintroduce 
women’s services quicker

PATIENTS have pleaded with the St 
George’s trust board to implement a 
quicker timeline for reinstating wom¬ 
en’s services in the Tooting hospital. 

Services at the urogynaecology unit 
have been suspended since May 2015, 
when the lead doctor stepped down. 
Since then, a consultation has been 
run to help decide the service’s future, 
with the initial recommendation being 
to close it. 

Campaigners objected, and now hos¬ 
pital bosses have agreed to reconsider. 

Consultant Andrew Rhodes, who 
sits on the board, said at a meeting 
last Thursday: “There was a keenness 
among councils that we should re-look 
at how we provide urogynaecology at 
St George’s. We have taken the decision 
that we are not ready to close this ser¬ 
vice. 

“The service is still in suspension as 
we have not been able to resolve any of 
the issues that were identified there. 

“The board will expect that any solu¬ 
tion is clinically sustainable and finan¬ 
cially viable.” 

Mr Rhodes said the hospital would 
need GPs’ approval on any plan to save 


the service. He could not say how much 
the hospital had spent on consultation 
and an employment tribunal related to 
the department, but estimated the bill 
reached into seven figures. 

Since the services were suspended, 
patients were transferred to Croydon 
University Hospital. 

Former nurse Barbara Bohanna, 
representing patients, said: “It can’t 
go into a long drawn out process of 
months on end. The Croydon experi¬ 


ence has collapsed and it should be di¬ 
vorced from the whole equation.” 

Miles Scott, chief executive of St 
George’s Trust said: “The next step has 
to be to speak with commissioners. 

“It is clear there is an appetite for a 
service to be provided locally. Our first 
step has to be engagement with the 
CCG. We cannot impose a timetable on 
them.” 

The board will be updated on pro¬ 
gress within three months.

Disused plots 

I WAS delighted to see Kingston 
Council and the GLA utilising 
empty garages and disused 
laundry space to extend 
properties on the Cambridge 
Road and Kingsnympton Park 
estates. 

This kind of innovative 
approach and out-of-the-box 
thinking is precisely what is 
needed if we are to overcome 
London’s housing crisis - and it 
must not stop here. 

A report by my London 
Assembly colleague Steve 
O’Connell identified over 4,500 
disused sites in just 13 boroughs 
across the capital - space for 
10,000 new homes. 

Kingston has shown the 
way forward with this latest 
example of in-fill housing, as it 
is known, but it must continue 
if we are to deliver the homes 
London needs. 

Here at City Hall I am urging 
the Mayor to work with local 
authorities like Kingston in 
this way to identify and develop 
these disused plots. It is great 
to see Kingston spearheading 
this approach and long may it 
continue.

Astonished 

SO LAST year’s protest 
in which the Heathrow 13 
environmental activists 
chained themselves to railings 
at Heathrow Airport caused 
“astronomical financial cost 


and disruption for thousands 
of passengers, with 25 flights 
cancelled” (Protester group get 
suspended jail terms, Surrey 
Comet, February 26.) 

Your article goes on to list 
the names and addresses of the 
13 - given suspended sentences 
instead of the anticipated 
custodial sentence - without 
attempting to explain why they 
felt their peaceful protest was 
necessary 

I suspect the 13 know 
that there are rather more 
important issues at stake than 
a handful of cancelled flights, 
such as why it is that a third 
runway is still on the cards for 


Heathrow despite the climate 
change commitments made by 
the UK and all other countries 
at last year’s global climate 
conference in Paris. 

The 13 will know that the 
aviation industry is already the 
fastest growing source of the 
carbon dioxide emissions - the 
European parliament expects 
it to produce 22 per cent of the 
world’s total by 2050 - that are 
the main cause of increasing 
global temperatures. 

I expect the 13 recognise the 
link between air pollution and 
40,000 premature deaths in the 
UK each year, a fact highlighted 
by last week’s authoritative 


report from the Royal 
Colleges of Physicians and of 
Paediatrics and Child Health. 

I find it astonishing that 
the Heathrow 13 came so close 
to becoming the first climate 
change protestors to be jailed in 
the UK. 

These highly principled 
men and women let their 
consciences speak for them, as 
did the suffragettes and civil 
and gay rights activists before 
them. History will vindicate 
them.

We must mentor care leavers 


ROLE models and inspirational 
people are vital for a child’s 
development and invaluable in a 
young person’s life. 

Getting a good start in life and 
having the right support in place 
is a thread running recently 
through politicians’ speeches. 

Being a parent is one of the 
toughest jobs going, and some 
parents do need a bit of help to 
develop the skills they need. We 
see the difference our own par¬ 
enting classes are making to the 
lives of young children, so I am 
pleased support for parents was 
a focus in the Prime Minister’s 


recent speech, along with a need 
for more mentors. 

But, whilst this is great news, 
I am concerned the mentor 
scheme will primarily benefit 
those who are already in educa¬ 
tion and employment, so some 
young people - perhaps those 
who would benefit the most - 
may not get that support if they 
fall outside this category 

Care leavers are one group 
who might miss out. Currently 
in England, only care leavers 
in education and training over 
the age of 21 can benefit from 
a personal advisor - a mentor 


who will guide young people 
into adult life. This means there 
are 23,000 care leavers who may 
miss out on such support. 

Mental health support was an¬ 
other issue the Prime Minister 
has pledged to reform, includ¬ 
ing addressing stigma. Mental 
health is one of the biggest is¬ 
sues facing our country today, 
and children and young people 
are being failed by the current 
mental health system. Nation¬ 
al evidence indicates that self- 
harm and eating disorders are 
on the rise and as many as 11 per 
cent of boys and eight per cent 


of girls in the UK aged between 
five and 15 have a clinically sig¬ 
nificant mental health problem. 

Finally, new research by 
Timewise and the Joseph Rown- 
tree Foundation reveals almost 
two million people are out of 
work or in part-time jobs paying 
less than the amount they need 
to achieve a minimum standard 
of living. 

The government must ensure 
enough quality, affordable child¬ 
care exists to make work pay for 
the poorest families.

Student admits driving 
into guard on campus

A STUDENT has admitted driv¬ 
ing into a Kingston University 
security guard and dumping the 
car in a nearby street. 

But Talal Al-Hindi, 19, of Rae¬ 
burn Avenue, Surbiton denies 
“smiling and laughing” as he 
ploughed into Jason Butler on 
July 10 last year. 

Al-Hindi caused a police man¬ 
hunt when he hit the 44-year-old 
guard with his blue Ford Focus 
in the car park at the universi¬ 
ty’s town centre Penrhyn Road 
campus. 

Mr Butler was trying to defuse 
an argument about an accident 
in the car park before he was 
reversed into and thrown to the 
floor. 

When he got up Al-Hindi drove 
into him, rolling him off the bon¬ 
net of the car. 

Al-Hindi then sped off before 
dumping the Focus in nearby 
cul-de-sac Bridle Close. 

Officers, patrol dogs and the 
police helicopter were scrambled 
for the search and Al-Hindi was 
arrested four days later. 


While Al-Hindi admitted the 
charges of aggravated bodily 
harm and dangerous driving at 
his sentencing on Tuesday he 
claimed he ran Mr Butler over in 
a “blind panic” and not deliber¬ 
ately 

The Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice disagree, saying witnesses 
described Al-Hindi as “smiling 
and laughing as drove towards” 
Mr Butler, and have elected to go 
to a ‘Newton hearing’ to decide 
the severity of the sentence. 


Judge Stephen Bellamy-James 
QC said: “The issue will be 
whether the dangerous driving 
and the assault were deliberate 
or reckless.” 

He added that if Al-Hindi were 
found to have deliberately driv¬ 
en into Mr Butler then “he will 
lose all credit for his guilty plea” 
and would be subject to a much 
harsher sentence. 

Al-Hindi, who is still a student 
at Kingston University, will be 
sentenced on April 1.

Tom Laws, adviser with the 
National Careers Service, said: “The 
range of roles which can be classed 
as ‘care’ is extremely wide, covering 
a multitude of areas from care 
assistant, counsellor to social worker 
or a community transport driver. 

“Working in the care sector can 
be a hugely rewarding career so if 
you’ve got a caring personality and 
want to help people during trying 
times in their lives, it may be that the 
job opportunities in the care sector 
are well suited to your skills. 

“Due to the differences in job 
types within the care sector, the 
qualifications and experience which 


may be needed for different roles 
can vary. 

Many roles, such as social work 
or counselling will need higher 
qualifications such as a degree while 
other roles can be accessed with 
GCSE’s or other qualifications, such 
as working as an accommodation 
warden or care assistant. Many roles 
within the care sector may require 
you to pass Disclosure and Barring 
Service checks as well. 

“You can get a much better idea 
of the range of opportunities and 
roles related to the care sector 
on the National Careers Service 
website page.” 

In order to find out about how many 
care roles may be available in your 
area, or to get a better idea of how 
many new roles may be created in 
the next few years, it’s worth having a 
look at the Labour Market Information 
page of the National Careers Service 
website. 

If you want a career where you 
can progress, have job security, and 
get an enormous sense of personal 
achievement from knowing you are 
helping other people, then adult 
social care is for you. 

Working in the care sector can 


be an immensely satisfying and 
rewarding career option. But how 
do you become a carer, what are 
the steps you need to take to launch 
your career? And what section of the 
industry would best suit you? 

A good way to answer, at least in 
part, those questions, is to become a 
volunteer. For example, if you would 
prefer to work with young people or 
children, then consider helping out at 
a children’s play scheme or helping 
coach a sports team. 

To find out more why not get in 
touch with a local care provider 
or the local branch of a national 
organisation, and offer your time and 
energy. Taking up such a role will 
test your suitability for working in that 
particular sector. 

By volunteering with a local care 
provider you will be able to gauge the 
positions available and the skills and 
qualifications which are required. 

When looking to volunteer, it is 
worth thinking about what skills and 
knowledge you already have which 
are relevant and transferable. 

Taking up such a position will 
improve your CV and you’ll gain vital 
experience, but more importantly it 
will give you an invaluable insight as

TEST DRIVE 

HYUNDAI 120 ACTIVE 


What's new? Forget those fancy 
European brands you think you 
know; when it comes to making a 
solid private purchase, the Hyundai 
i20 is about as sensible as you can 
be - and that's a good thing. Smart, 
well-equipped, good value and 
offering a slick driving experience, 
it's hard to fault, but that hasn't 
stopped Hyundai giving the i20 an 
update for 2016. 

Most importantly, it's now avail¬ 
able with a brand-new three-cylin¬ 
der turbocharged petrol engine, in 
two power outputs with impressive 
claims for fuel consumption and 
performance. Equipment upgrades 
have been made across the range 
while there's a whole new model 
too; the i20 Active is designed to 
be a compact crossover, with a 
20mm increase in ride height, 
unique bumpers, roof rails and 
a rear spoiler. 


Looks and image: The standard i20 
is a neat and inoffensive piece of 
design, but in the new Active form, 
there's a little bit more going on. 

The extra detail in the front bumper 
gives the front end some additional 
presence, as does the increased 
ride height. It's not as distinct from 
its conventional sibling as some 
rival offerings, but it will snare 
some buyers that find the regular 
five-door too conventional. 

Hyundai's image has also come 
a remarkable way in a matter of 
years. Its badge carries as much 
weight as many European rivals 
and in cars like the i20 and Santa 
Fe, it is producing cars with 
distinction. 

Space and practicality: There's no 
sheet metal changes for 2016, so 
the i20 keeps its exterior and interi¬ 
or dimensions. Those seated up 
front should find it easy to get com¬

fortable. Although the seats aren't 
huge, they offer useful support and 
the low-set dashboard means the 
view out is good. In the rear, it's a 
little tighter for space with head- 
room at a premium for those near 
six feet tall, but legroom is good for 
the class as is the boot space. 
Behind the wheel: While the Active 
model has suspension raised by 
20mm, its effect on the i20's behav¬ 
iour is minimal. The ride quality is 
good on the vast majority of sur¬ 
faces, with only particularly poor 
surfaces creating significant intru¬ 
sion into the cabin. On the flip side, 


the handling is safe and secure 
if unremarkable, but the steering is 
light and accurate plus the raised 
ride height doesn't make the 
i20 Active suddenly heel over in 
corners. 

What really marks out the 2016 
i20 however is that new power- 
plant. Three-cylinder turbo engines 
used to be the preserve of Japanese 
Kei cars but this Hyundai offering is 
a gem. The on-paper performance 
might seem modest, but this belies 
how perky it feels. It will rev quite 
happily without significant engine 
noise, but better still is the gener¬ 


ous torque which allows you to be 
lazy with the gearshifts and still 
make good progress. Despite that, 
the official figures are impressive 
with 58.9mpg combined and 
1 lOg/km of C02, while the 
120PS version feels no quicker 
on the road. 

Value for money: Go for the i20 
Active model and you get 17-inch 
alloy wheels, LED daytime running 
lights, DAB radio and rear parking 
sensors for your £15,225, and this 
comes with the 100PS 1.0-litre 
turbo engine only. The regular i20 
starts at £10,995 for the S model

and even this comes with electrical¬ 
ly adjusted and heated door mir¬ 
rors, height adjustable driver's seat, 
reach and rake adjustable steering 
wheel and an MP3-compatible 
stereo with USB and auxiliary 
inputs. The top-spec Premium Nav 
SE with the top diesel engine is 
only £17,700, so the i20 is impres¬ 
sive value across the range.
